The Drumraond town council has announced plans for an addition on the present town hall to 
house the town library. A drive is under way to raise $5,500 for the project. 

The Montana State Library Commission has formally obligated Title II LSCA funds in the 
amount of $13,680 toward the construction of a bookmobile garage for the Miles City Public 
Library; this represents an increase over the sum of $11,400 reported in this Newsletter 
on September 30, 1971 and is occasioned by an increase in local matcliing funds available. 
Construction is scheduled to begin in May 19 72. 

The State Library Commission has formally obligated Title TI LSCA funds in the amount of 
$28 ,847 toward remodeling cost for the new Columbia Falls Branch Library Building. The 
library will be located in the former Anaconda Aluminum Company Employees Club building, 
in Columbia Falls, and will provide more than three times the space formerly available 
for the branch in its old building. 

STATE LIBRARY ADVISORY COUNCIL The State Library Advisory Council met at the State Li- 
brary on May 1, with all members present except Dale 
Madsen, Billings. The Council considered the draft long-range plan for library develop- 
ment, and suggested several changes which will be incorporated in the final plan submitted 
to the Office of Education prior to June 30, 1972. 

PACIFIC NORTHWEST BIBLIOGRAPHIC CENTER Tlie Board of Directors of the Pacific Northwest 

Bibliographic Center met in Seattle on Monday, 
May 15, to act on bylav\?s amendments and to adopt a budget for opei-ation during 1972-73. 
Board members were given a report on use made of PNBC's interlibrary loan referral ser- 
vice by the participating states during the ten months ending April 30. Of 24 ,292 requests 
received from the five participating states. Montana libraries accounted for 2,738, or 
11.2 7 percent.
